Chicago Doctors Find Clue 


To an Atomic Bomb Mystery 
WASHINGTON. — Two Chicago 
doctors may have found a clue to 
one of medicine’s mysteries: How to 
stop excessive bleeding of atomic 
bomb victims. | 
Drs. J. Garrott Allen and L. O. 
Jacobson of University of Chicago 
reported their findings in Science 


‘magazine. 


Their work was done as a part of 
the Manhattan project, which devel- 
oped the atom bomb. | 

This is the problem: 

Anyone exposed to too great radi- 


ation may hemorrhage. His blood 
vessels may break down and his 


blood may refuse to clot. 

At death, he may show extensive 
hemorrhages in all organs of his 
body. 

Drs. Allen and Jacobson, in experi- 
ments performed on a dog, found 
that a heparin-like substance similar 


to that released in the body following ° 


exposure to radiation kept the ani- 
mal’s blood from clotting properly.

the dog’s blood a dye called Tolu-. 


idine Blue.

LABOR PEACE: | 
Strikes Vanish 


Peace descended on the national 
labor scene, at least. temporarily, 
when the six-week strike of tele- 
phone workers ground to a com- 
plete stop as Western Electric com- 
pany employees in 42 states re- 
| turned to their jobs. 

End of the phone strike marked 
the beginning of a honeymoon be- 
tween labor and management. For 
the time being, not a single major 


. industrial. strike was troubling the 


national economic waters. On the 
horizon, however, loomed the fig- 
ure of John L. Lewis, pondering | 
whether or not to call a strike of his 
United Mine Workers in June. 
Tapering off gradually in recent 
weeks as various union ‘groups 
reached agreements with their em- 
ployers, the telephone strike was 
fully settled when 20,000 members 
of the Association of Communica- |: 
tion Equipment Workers, the. last 
holdouts, accepted an 11% cent-an- 
hour average pay increase from 
Western Electric. ere.” hoi 
Telephone workers across the 
country walked away from. their 
jobs at 6 a. m., April 7; demanding 
general pay boosts of $12 ‘a week, 
Average increase, when agree- 
ments finally were reached, was 


. about $3.50 or $4. 


NAVY FUND: 
Big Cut Made 


An economy - minded house of
